Threatening Aapoct of our Affairs 
with Mexico, 
(From the N.O. Pieayone, 10th, } 

We have been favored with a private letter 
to one of our most respected fellow-citizens, 
which seems to portead a speedy rupture with 
Mexico, The letter was written dn the 3d inst., 
at Minatitlan, Tehauntepec, where the Umted 
States Minister, Mr. McLane, was paying @ visit 
to the U. 8. Consul, Mr. Allen, and conveys the 
intelligence thet our Minister had failed to come 
to any proper and creditable arrangement with 
the Juarez Government, as be had failed to ob- 
tain just satisfaction from that of Miramon; 
- that be felt uneasy in his position,and consider- 
ed any further attempt at a peaccful solution of 
the Mexican question useless; Lhut in this sense 
be had plainly written home to his goverument, 
as also he had notified the goverdment of Jua- 
rez that if they do not come at once to an un- 
derstanding with the United States, a resort 
must be Lad to arms; and finally, to sui up all, 
that as no proper response was expected, war 
between the two countries was inevitable. ° 

Stated thus broadly and literally, by a gen- 
tleman who writes at his ense, this inteiligence 
is somewhat startling. It is, however, in its 
general drift and meaning, in accordance with 
intelligence which we receive throggh other and 
more direct sources, Not only bas our Minister, 
in bis zeal in our national mterésts, failed to 
bring the Government of Miramon to a seuse of 
duty; but what seems at first sight more un- 
accountable to those who do not know the Mex- 
ican character, he has failed to come to any 
creditable and honorable arrangement with the 
party which pretends, above ail others, to be 
of uberality and progress, 

We state these facts, as they come to us very 
directly, but not without misgivings as to their 
entire accuracy, inasmuch es we are left in 
doubt as to whether the writer reports directly 
a conversation had by himself with Mr. McLean, 
or anly a popular version of what may have ac- 
eidently falien from his lips.

A Man Mills the Murderer of his Fa- 


A correspondent of the St. Louis Republicans 
writing from Vernon county, Mo., under date of 
July 7th, deseribes the following tragedy ; 


On Sunday, the 26th ult., a Mr. John Denton, 
a resident of this county, came across a man in 
Nevada city by the name of James Hardwick, 
whom he arrested for the murder of his ( Den- 
ton’s) father, in Kansas, about a year since. 
Denton bad Hardwick handcuffed, and placed 
securely under guard in the Court House. 

He then wade application for a writ, and be- 
ing informed that be could not obtain one, from 
the fact that the act was committed in Kansas, 
there upon Denton, who seems to be a very de- 
cided man, s00n left town in company with bis 

risover alone stating that be was going to take 
Bim to Little Osage, in this county, where he 
had some iriends, for security, This was about 
11 o'clock. 

Next day Denton returned to Nevada, to at- 
tend the trial of a man whom he had followed 
and arrested for horse-stealing, and stated that 
Hardwick had got away from bim. Four days 
after this Hardwick’s body was found in a large 
rarie, about ten miles from Nevada City, and 
enton was thereupon arrested for the murder 
of Hardwick, placed upen tral before Justice 
Bingham of this county, and committed to jail 
fur murder in the first degree. 

Denton made a statement of the facts in the 
case before the Court. He stated that, while 
riding through the prairie m conversation with 
Hardwick that he, (Hardwick confessed to him 
that be was one of the crowd who went to the 
house of old man Denton after night, called him 
up from bed and shot him down while he was 
standing in his door. Denton said, upon this 
confession of Hardwick to him, that he became 
perfectly enraged, and could not bear the idea 
of ridimg with the man who would thus openly 
confess to him the murder of bis father, and at 
the same time recollecting that all offenses of 
what ever character, committed prior to the 
amnesty act of the Legislature of Kansas, last 
winter, were considered ag” by-gones,
